United Kingdom in Field Contests 
at Olympic Games—Several Hun- 
dred Rooters 
Give Foreigners a 


Chance to See Real Yankee Enthu-

Uncorked — Poor 
Weather 


Proves Serious Handicap. 


London. July 21.—l<Vld sports such 


as Americans arc accustomed to wit- 
ness occupied the limelight at the 
Olympic games at Suepheids Bush, 
and the American athletes proved to 
be the star performers 01 the day. 
The program contained many fast and 
the program contained many fast and 
exciting events. The American and 
British runners and jumpers gathered 
in the lion's share of the laurels,/as 
usual, but the Americans 
exceeded 


even the expectations of their sup- 
porters. 


Several hundred Americans, mostly 


tourists, with many ladies, who were 
massed together in the seats next to 
the royal box, gave an exhibition of 
cheering which suggested an Ameri- 
can college crowd and immensely 
amused the foreigners. The attend- 
ance at the games was fair, but the 
weather was gloomy and threatened 
rain. The competitors from the Unit- 
ed States are deploring the continual 
absence of sunshine, under which they 
can do their best work. 


The spectacular features were the 


17 trial heats of the lOO-meters sprint 
and the eight trial heats of the 800- 
meters. These furnished several close 
and exciting finishes. In the springs, 
America captured 
eight heats and 


Great Britain four. J. A. Rector of 
the University of Virginia was the 
particular star, for he beat (\\iiic hand- 
ily K. G. MacLeod of Cambridge, the 
holder of three varsity blues, who 
never before was beaten, and in doing 
so he beat tho Olympic record for the 
distance of 10 43 seconds. 


The names of Sheppard, Halstead 


and Beard. Americans, went up on the 
blackboard as the winners of their 
heats in the SOO-meters race. This 
event proved a disappointment to En- 
gland, which was counting upon more 
than two heats it took. The German. 
Braun. much to the surprise of the 
Englishmen, outran Holding, who was 
one of their main stays. Lunghi of 
Italy beat H. L. Coe of the University 
of Michigan in the excellent time of 
1:57 4-5, and he and Just, the Cam- 
bridge half-mile champion, who cap- 
tured the sixth heat in 1:57 4-5, will 
give the Americans a hard tussle in 
the finals. 


Americans Win Three Hurdles. 
C. J. Bacon, Irish-American Athletic 


club, captured his heat of the 400- 
inctcrs hurdtu race in 57 seconds, win- 
ning by 25 yards, while Coe distin- 
guished himself by defeating Dens- 
ham, the former British champion, al- 
though he had just contested a hard 
300 meters against Lunghi. The Brit- 
ish won six and the Americans three 
of the nine heats in the hurdles, but 
the majority of these were unexciting 
because they were a walkover. 


The American colors were raised to 


the flagpole three times, signifying 
victory in the finals in the 100 meters 
swimming, the standing broad jump 
and 
the bant:im catch-as-cateh-can 


wrestling, but these triumphs did not 
inspire such thrills as the track per- 
formances because few spectators in 
the vast stadium could see them.
